Raid on Zeebrugge®* 


The best part of Sir Roger Keyes’s book 
is the very full description of the raid on 
Zeebrugge. Although it was an exag- 
geration to describe Jutland as a German 
victory, the prestige of the British Navy 
had suffered as a result of that engage- 
ment, and Zeebrugge served to retrieve its 
reputation for bravery and daring. The 
blocking of the canal, however, was only 
partially successful, while the raid on 
Ostend, which took place at the same time, 
was a failure. Sir Roger Keyes is critical 
and outspoken. He has hard things to 
say about the Admiralty—and rather too 
many hard things about Admiral Bacon, 
his predecessor in command of the Dover 
Patrol, whose methods he insists upon 
comparing with his own. The scandal of 
honours for people serving “ on the home 
front’’ is something with which news- 
paper readers are familiar. There was 
almost as great a scandal about the award.

A Conquest of Tibet. By Sven Hedin.

“T HOSE who think that great adventure 

ended before our own days ought to 
consider the life and deeds of Dr. Sven 
Hedin, surely one of the greatest explorers 
of all history. How that resourceful 
Scandinavian penetrated the recesses of 
Tibet and worked his way in the guise of 
a Lama to the forbidden city of Lhassa, 
in our younger days, we all have heard, 
but the explorer’s own book makes the 
tale as wonderful as any fantasy of Rider 
Haggard or Jules Verne and as exciting. 

Very nearly every page is adorned with 
a drawing by the author himself, so that 
we can gain vivid ideas of the explorer, 
his brave and faithful native helpers, the 
galloping Mongolian horsemen with whom 
he had many a brush; the dark, wild 
scenery, the tents, and the temples, 
monasteries, walls and cities. If the 
printers had spared us some over-ornate 
printing the artistic effect would not be 
lessened. 

Jules Verne would have loved to pen 
this book, even as a work of fiction. Dr. 
Hedin has even Verne’s trick of reciting 
lists of authorities, names of former 
travellers in the same trail—the chief, of 
course, is the Abbé Huc—but this light 
and readable manner has, the counter- 
balancing disadvantage that we sometimes 
are made to wish for less picturesque 
writing and more precise fact. On the 
whole, however, this must be ranked as 
one of the half-dozen most absorbing 
travel books of our time.

HOW 


HAVE been sitting quietly the last day 
or two, racking my brains in an effort 
new books that 
appealed to me during 1935. And even 
though I have been industrious enough to 
put down their names on the very moment 
when they came into my mind, so that 
none might be lost, I find that the list 
is exceedingly small. Yet I have read 
quite a substantial number of books 
during 1935. Of that I am certain; and 
how it is that so few recur to my memory 
passes all comprehension. Can it be that 
I have read so many that they have lost 
all individuality, and have been merged 
into one messy conglomeration? Or can 
it be that I am a superficial reader, who 
reads only with his eyes and fails to 
absorb sufficient of a book to make a last- 
ing impression? Or can it be, again, that 
only a very few of the books which I 
have read during 1935 have been dis- 
tinguished enough to affect my memory 
even after the lapse of a few months? 
What, indeed, have I read at all? 
Newspapers, any amount of them; maga- 
zines, aS many as have come within my 
reach; a few “ classics,’’ for which every 
now and then I am overpowered by a 
sudden affection; a few of the better 
books of recent years which I have picked 
up in cheap editions, and Sir Arthur 
Eddington’s ‘‘ The Nature of the Physical

Sir Roger Keyes 
determined to upset this system, so far as 
Zeebrugge was concerned, and he refused 
to return from the Admiralty to Dover 
until additions had been made to the list 
of awards. 


Jutland 


Commander Stephen King-Hall, 
fourth sailor member of his family to keep 
a comprehensive diary, was in the thick of 
the light cruiser action at Jutland. His 
ship, H.M.S. Southampton, was about the 
last of the British vessels to limp back to 
Rosyth, a battered, bloody wreck, her star- 
board side pierced in twelve places. He 
tells the story of the battle from the 
sailors’ point of view, and his simple, but 
very well-written, diary entries illustrate 
the great loss of life that can accompany 
a naval action, and the amount of suffer- 
ing that results when a ship full of 
wounded men fails to sink. 

Sailoring in the old days was safer in 
war, if less comfortable in peace time. 
James Hall, great grandfather of Com- 
mander King-Hatl, on his way to the 
Mediterranean passed the English Fleet 
returning from Trafalgar. He was pre- 
sent at the bombardment of Algiers, where 
ships and shore batteries blazed away at 
each other for several hours most enjoy- 
ably, and, if there was any great loss of 
life among the sailors, James Hall, who 
was naval surgeon, omits to mention it. 


Windjammer and Dreadnought 


The diary tradition was carried on by 
his son, Admiral Sir William King-Hall, 
and graridson, Admiral Sir George King- 
Hall. They served all over the world, and 
took part in many historic actions. The 


diaries of the family constitute a guide to | 


the development of the British Navy from 
wooden windjammers, through steam and 
steel, up to the modern battleships, and 
they are also a sidelight on naval history. 

All the King-Hall family were men of 
strong moral character, but that did not 
prevent their seeing the humour of things. 
Through the present Lady King-Hall 
they are related to the County Down Kers 
and to the Londonderrys, and Miss Louise 
King-Hall interpolates some diverting 
pages on the subject of Richard and Olga 
Ker. that talented and rather eccentric 
couple, one of whose sons, an old Etonian, 
is the only Englishman (or is he really 
an Irishman ?) who has won the gondoliers’ 
race at Venice.

Maurice Dekobra’s gorgeous sketch of life 
in China—‘‘ Confucius: in a Tail-coat.’’ 
William Beebe’s ‘‘ Half-Mile Down ” took 
my fancy so much at the time of its pub- 
lication that I wrote about it at some 
length in this column, and since that time 
[ have read it again. Then, within the 
last two or three months, there was C. 
Willett Cunnington’s ‘ Feminine  Atti- 
tudes in the Nineteenth Century,’’ which 
had quite a lot of nonsense in it, but 
amused me mightily. I read two books 
by EK. Keble Chatterton (all of whose 
books I insist.on reading, anyhow, directly 
they appear): ‘‘ Amazing Adventure ” and 
‘Dardanelles Dilemma.’’ After those I 
can call to, mind two books that centred 
around the art of the ballet: that de- 
lightful autobiography by. lgor Schwezoff 
which bore the name of ‘‘ Borzoi’’ (one 
of the few cross-Channel best sellers, in 
my view, that deserved to be best sellers), 
and Arnold Haskell’s ‘‘ Diaghileff.” And, 
Heaven forgive me, rack my brains as I 
may, not another 1935 publication of the 
non-fiction order can I call to mind. 

My. list of novels is a trifle more im- 
pressive, though still very thin... Having 
always possessed a partiality for period 
novels, provided that the period is at least 
two thousand years ago, I cannot easily 
forget W. G. Hardy’s “ Father Abraham,” 
Lion Feuchtwanger’s ‘‘ The Jew of Rome ”’ 
(a successor to “ Josephus,’’ and, in my 
opinion, a better and more interesting 
novel), or, most delightful of all, Jack 
Lindsay’s ‘‘ Last Days With Cleopatra.’’ I 
was less keen on Vincenz Brun’s ‘‘ Alci- 
biades, Darling of Gods and Men,” but 
enjoyed it for all that. Then there were 
two books by French authors—André 
Malraux’s magnificent ‘‘ The Royal Way,’’ 
and Paul Morand’s satire on the film 
industry, ‘‘ The Epic Makers.’’ There was 
also an addmirable novel, called ‘‘ Via 
Bodenbach,”’ by a Czech author, Ferenc 
Kormendi. 


Crime and the Like 


Then there was Graham Sutton’s ‘‘ The 
Damnation of Mr. Zinkler,’’ which gave 
the most original conception of the under- 
world that I have seen so far. There was 
a gorgeous novel about witchcraft, ‘Creep, 
Shadow Creep,’’ by A. Merritt ; and there 
was Hugh Edwards's ‘‘ Helen Between

the Sea

N 1913 Mr. Williamson, with the aid of 
a deep-sea salvaging device, consisting 
of a flexible metal tube fitted with a glass 
porthole, succeeded in taking photographs 
of sea life at a depth of thirty feet below 
the surface. He was the first man to do 
so. At that time Mr. Williamson was 
on the staff of the Virginian Pilot, in 
which paper the first account of his under- 
sea photography was made public. 

In his book the author—who, by the 
way, tells us that he was born in Liver- 
pool—sets out his experiences. The success 
of his first efforts led “to further expedi- 
tions, and the proanction of the first film 
of under-sea life—the ‘‘ Williamson Sub- 
marine Expedition ’’; a screen version of 
Jules Verne’s ‘‘ Twenty Thousand Leagues 
Under the Sea,” and several others. The 
book 1s a standing record of untiring 
energy and ingenuity, followed in some 
cases by disappointment, but ultimately 
by success. 


Submarine Conflict 


Perhaps, the author’s greatest thrill was 
on the occasion when—because a fight 
staged between a native diver and a man- 
eating shark was not caught by the 
camera, and the diver refused to fight 
another shark—Mr. Williamson divested 
himself of all his clothing, dived into the 
sea, and despatched one of the monsters 
by a stab from a knife in the heart. In 
the course of his description of the film- 
ing of Jules Verne’s famous story Mr. 
Williamson reveals for the first time a 
skeleton in his cupboard. He explains in 
detail how he failed to locate a real 
octopus of the required dimensions, and, 
instead, produced his own mechanically- 
worked octopus, with excellent and life- 
like result. 


Shore and Sea Life 


A 
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Life of the Shore and Shallow Sea. 
Douglas P. Wilson, 
Watson. 12/6 net. 


MR DOUGLAS P. WILSON, who is 
assistant naturalist to the Marine 
Biological Association in Plymouth, here 
describes in simple terms the creatures of 
the tidal shores and seas of the British 
Isles. The habits of the different fishes 
and other creatures, with descriptions of 
their locomotion, their methods of feeding, 
and of reproduction are set out in turn. 
The reader is introduced to the seasons of 
the sea, which, the author points out, are 
as strongly marked as the seasons on land. 
In this section some interesting informa- 
tion is given on the composition and 
abundance of the plankton, which plays 
such an important part in the natural 
history of the seas, although it is one of 
the most minute forms of pelagic drifting 
life. Mr. Wilson also comments on the 
disappearance of the characteristic shallow 
water plant, the eel, or Wuigeon-grass 
(Zostera), the decline of which was first 
noticed on the east coast of North America 
in 1931, a year before its decline was 
reported from England, and the coasts of 
France and Holland. He mentions that 
investigation has revealed the presence of 
bacteria, fungi and a protozoan in the 
diseased, leaves of the plant; but the 
primary cause of the destruction has not 
vet been established. The book. contains

Yes.” Of crime stories published during 
the year I must have read scores. Yet only 
a bare half-dozen come back to mind; 
Dorothy Sayers’s ‘‘ Gaudy Night,” of 
course, if you « a really count that as a 
crime story; “'The Saint in New York,” 
by Leslie C! arteris, without question ; and, 
equally v.ihout question, G. K. Chester- 
ton’s ‘* «he Scandal of Father Brown.”

Gentile ireland: An Account of a Christian 
Culture in History and Modern Life. By Hugh 
de Blacam. Milwaukee: The Bruce Publishing 
Company. Dublin: Fitzpatrick. 2 dollars. 
(8s. 6d.). 


HIS volume, which Mr. de Blacam has 
written for the Science and Culture 
Series edited by Father Joseph Husslein, 
S.J., is a real bolg an, tsolathaw, a verit- 
able miscellany of good stuff, describing 
aspects of Roman Catholic life im Ireland. 
Father Husslein feels that im contem- 
porary literature Ireland is not-fairly re- 
presented, because the world sees it 
through ‘‘ writers incapable of interpreting 
the innermost soul of its people—men and 
women often utterly unqualified te speak 
of those spiritual values which.through 
centuries have been, and still are, the 
glory and the wealth of Erin.” To Mr. 
de Blacam he has turned to supply the. 
corrective he desires; and, if the aim be 
taken for granted, it must be averred that 
Mr. de Blacam has not failed him. As in 
so much of his writing, the author here 
takes a Roman Catholic and Gaelic point 
of view in regard to Irish history, life 
and letters; and from his strongly indivi- 
dualist position he gives an exceedingly 
attractive survey. . 

For his title he has found inspiration in 
Bazin’s Jia Douce France, and in one of 
those Gaelic poems which ave among his 
favourites. For his material he has gone 
directly to the common, homely people— 
mostly of the countryside—who make up 
the bulk of the population, and he pic- 
tures them intimately and lovingly in their 
every activity—in the fields, the streets, 
the schools, the homes, the churches, and, 
occasionally, in their lighter moods, 
Irish writers such as Corkery, 
Sheehan and Goldsmith are not for- 
gotten; and there are characteristic 
appreciations of historical figures, clerics 
and laymen, and some excellent trans- 
lations. from the Gaelic poets, 


Liberty—18th Century 


For all its Catholicism “Gentle 
Ireland’’ does not altogether ignore the 
existence of Protestant and non-Gaelic 
elements in the population. Berkeley’ is 
remembered in his association with 
Harvard, and there is a, perhaps, too 
flattering tribute in these lines: “fhis 
land of ours taught the doctrine of 
national liberty when an Anglo-Irish 
Molyneux, two centuries ago, wrote a book 
which claimed freedom for the peoples. 
The book was condemned .and burnt; but 
it became the text-book of the American 
Revolution and made America free.” Yet 
in the whole book there is not even a 
whispered reference to censorship of 
publications or restrictions on personal 
liberties. 

Mr. de Blacam has a sense of humour, 
and some of his stories are first-rate, even 
if some of them are rather of the chestnut 
order—for example, those of the brief 
visit to America, the man from the North 
of Ireland, and the tipsy parishioner who 
was not interested in theology when sober. 
Compensation for these will be found in 
those. of Mulligan’s bull, the old sehool- 
master, and the defence put up bv a 
certain minister. Father John Bartley’s 
| song, ' Whiskey in me tay,” was worth 
the printing, but it is excessive zeal, 
surely, that claims Matt Talbot as ‘‘ the 
first trade unionist in heaven.” 

The book is generously illustrated. and 
bears all the marks that distinguish Mr. 
de Blacam among the most readable of 
living Irish authors.

Back to the Land 


President de Valera paid the Irish 
Dairy Shorthorn Breeders the compliment 
of a personal visit to their annual congress 
in Dublin yesterday, when he addressed 
them at some length on the subject of the 
agricultural industry. From the social 
point of view, he told them, he hoped 
that agriculture would remain the prin- 
cipal industry of the Free State, and in 
that sentiment we agree with him most 
heartily. There has been much loose talk 
in this country about manufacturing in- 
dustries during the last few years. 
Enthusiasts have been carried away by 
the ebullience of their own optimism, and 
the success of a few smal] factories under 
a high tariff wall has encouraged them to 
hope that within a few years the Free 
State will become almost as highly 
industrialised as Belgium or the North of 
England. - Most sensible persons have a 
certain amount of sympathy with a policy 
which aims at the native manufacture 
of certain essential commodities which 
formerly were imported, and can be made 
at home just as well and just as cheaply 
as in any other country; but there is a 
very definite limit beyond which manu- 
facturing zeal ought not to be allowed to 
go. Nobody in his senses wishes to see 
‘this country turned into a Lancashire or 
a Staffordshire, no matter how much 
prosperity the growth of a manufacturing 
industry might bring to its promoters. 
Ireland is totally unsuited to such an 
economy. Our people are a race of 
farmers, and they have been blessed by 
nature with some of the most fertile land 
in the world. Opinions differ regarding 
the cattle-raising—an 
industry whieh has produced such re- 
markable results in the past; and there 
is no doubt at all that Irish farmers have 
been inclined to neglect their tillage in 
view of the comparatively ‘‘easy money ”’ 
that has been attached to what is known 
as ‘‘ ranching.’’ Concerning dairy farm- 
ing there can be no two opinions. The 
enormous success that has rewarded the 
dairy farmers of Denmark, Holland and 
other countries proves what can be done 
in this direction; and when President de 
Valera described dairying as “the 
fundamental branch ” of agriculture he 
was entirely right. :

Underwriters Optimistic 


The reduction of rates for insuring. wa 
risks on cargoes passing through tii 
Mediterranean and the Red Sea is an e: 
couraging indication that London unde 
writers take a more hopeful view of th 
international situation than when the pre 
sent rates were fixed in September. Sine 
that month the war risk rate has remained 
unalteréd at five shillings per cent. The 
new rate of three shillings and fourpene 
per cent. will apply for some weeks, as it 
will operate in the case of cargoes shipped 
trom New Zealand, Australia and the Fa: 
Kast. which is a journey of four or five 
weeks. The decision of the underwriters 
is welcomed in commercial circles as a 
sign that the trained judgment of the 
insurance market does not fear tnter- 
national complications as a result of the 
operation of sanctions. 


Germany and Colonies 


Little has been heard from Herr Hitler 
lately of his foreign policy, but in 
diplomatic quarters it is predicted that 
before long the German leader will make 
a most important pronouncement dealing 
generally with ‘nternational matters, and 
particularly with the question of colonies. 
Once again he is likely to demand that 
some of the former German possessions 
shall be returned to the Reich, or that 
others shall be found to replace them. It 
is necessary for the leader to make a 
demonstration of some kind in order to 
satisfy the people that the question has 
not been shelved. The unemployment 
situation in Germany is becoming serious, 
there being some four million workers 
lacking steady employment in spite o! 
all the efforts made by the Government, 
and much of this is said to be due te the 
lack of raw materials. In this connection 
it has been noticed for several weeks that 
the German newspapers have been assert 
ing the claims of Germany to colonial 
possessions with increasing frequency. The 
suggestion is made that Portugal’s Africa 
colonies shall be transferred to Germarvy, 
this being based on the old Anglo-German 
Treaty for the eventual partition of the 
Portuguese possessions in Africa. Negotia 
tions for this agreement began in 1898 and 
concluded in a secret treaty, by the terms 
of which Britain gave Germany more or 
less a free hand in Central Africa. The 
tPeaty became effective only if the Portu 
guese were willing to sell their possessions. 
Some years ago there was a possibility that 
Portugal would be obliged to sell some 
part of her African colonies, as her financial 
position was so bad, and the colonies a 
drain upon her resources. The situation 
is changed to-day, and one great service 
which Seftor Salazar has rendered to his 
country is the establishment of her 
colonies on a paying basis. 


Proposed Licensing Bill 


Two hundred and fifty members of the 
House of Commons are to ballot early in 
February for leave to introduce a bill to 
extend and standardise licensing hours. 
The measure is already drafted, and wil! 
be introduced by the member who secures 
the most favourable position in the ballot. 
It proposes that public-houses shall be 
open from 11 a.m. to 11 p.m., and that 
an additional hour shall be granted te 
social and residential clubs and to licensed 
houses. where receipts from the sale ol 
liquor are less than the revenue from othe 
parts of the business. Sunday hours are 
to be from noon to 3 p.m. and 7 to 10 p.m 
If a second reading of the bill is secured 
pressure will be brought on the Govern 
ment to adopt it and give facilities for its 
passage into law.

The bill, at was 
thought by some authorities, could have 
been sent to the Governor-General for 
signature and thus been made effective at 
once.

George II. the 
democratic régime may be consolidated 
and may flourish, as it did in the days of 
George I. I hope, too, that the national 
unity, so shaken during the past twenty 
years, may be re-established, and that the 
country will be grateful to the King for 
what he has done.” 

Official circles indignantly deny a news- 
paper report that the Government wished 
to expedite the general election in order 
to avert military interference in politics. 
Both the Premier and the Minister for the 
Interior declare that the Army will not 
interfere in non-military matters, and that 
the Government will brook no such inter- 
ference. . 

No alteration in the date of the election 
will be made without the consent of the 
two leading parties. 

King George II. sent a message to-day 
to M. Venizelos, thanking him for his New 
Year wishes. The exchange of compli- 
ments between the King and M. Venizelos 
may have been important bearing on the 
election results. Present indications are 
that there is a swing throughout the 
country in favour of the supporters of M. 
Venizelos. :

Regulations on Airworthiness and Flying 


By Our Atr CORRESPONDENT, 


YOMPARATIVELY few people in Ire- 

~ land own aircraft, but in the near 
future there should be an increase in the 
number of machines registered, owing to 
the popularity of the Pou-du-ciel (‘‘ Flying 
Flea ’’) type, which can be built at home. 

Quite a number of aviation enthusiasts 
in the Free State are building these 
machines at the present time, and special 
regulations governing the airworthiness 
and flying of aircraft built to the specifi- 
cations of M. Mignet, the designer of the 
“Flying Flea,’’ are being drawn up by 
the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce. 

I understand that these regulations will 
conform fairly closely to those introduced 
in Britain last year which govern the 
granting of special permission for the 
flying of Pou-du-ciel end certain other ex- 
perimental types of aircraft without cer- 
tificates of airworthiness. The provisions of 
the regulations include that the aircralt 
shall not be flown over any populous area 
or crowd of people; it must not be used 
to carry passengers, goods or mails for 
hire or reward; no acrobatic flying may 
be carried out, and the aircraft must be 
covered by a policy of third party insur- 
ance. 

The British Air Ministry regulations 
add that the amount of the insurance 
covered by the policy must be at the rate 
of £100 for each 100 lbs. all-up weight of 
the aircraft, but must not be less than 
£5,000 in respect of an indefinite series 
of accidents. 

Persons who propose to fly their own

home-made “ Flying Flea’’ machines 
foaw possess an air pilot’s licence. 

There is no doubt that these little air- 
craft have become very popular, but there 
is far more in their construction than the 
novice who is contemplating building one 
appreciates. Even when the machine has 
been completed, it is sometimes found 
that expert rigging is required in order 
to give it the necessary stability in the 
air. In capable hands Pou-du-ciel air- 
craft have achieved some very good 
flights, including one across the English 
Channel; but the amateur constructor- 
pilot must not jump to the conclusion that 
they are easy machines to fly without pre- 
vious experience of piloting. 


CHOOSE A WINDLESS DAY 

M. Mignet, the designer, makes it clear 
that the beginner should choose a windless 
day for his first experiments, and should 
spend a lot of time running the machine 
about on the ground without trying to 
get it into the air. This should be followed 
by gradually lengthening hops until the 
pilot considers he has the “feel ” of his 
aircraft. 

By modifying the original design it is 
possible to use engines of varying power in 
a “ Flying Flea.’’ Some enthusiasts across 
the Channel—and there are 600—contem- 
plate the use of motor cycle engines, while 


} in another case an 8 h.p. motor car engine 


is being adapted. Generally speaking, 
however, the engine remains the most 
expensive part of this little aeroplane. 
Unlike the airframe, it cannot be built in 
a back garden or shed, and its cost is in 


the neighbourhood of £60.

RESIDUE LEFT TO REDUCE 
NATIONAL DEBT 


The inventory of the estate of the late 
Lord Dalziel of Kirkcaldy, which has been 
lodged in the Sheriff Court of the Stewartry 
of Kirkcudbright, shows that the net 
estate on which duty has been paid 
amounts to £407,886 3s. 6d., and that the 
duty paid is £129,504 17s. 10d. | 
Lord Dalziel’s trust disposition and 
settlement, which is dated May 21, 1935, 
provided, after payment of legacies to rela- 
tives, business associates, servants and 
friends, that the residue should pass to 
the Baring Fund for the reduction of the 
National Debt. The only public legacies 
are bequests of £1,000 each to the 
Dumfries Infirmary and the Kirkcaldy 
Hospital. 

The Baring Fund was established in 
1927. The trustees are Baring Brothers 
and Company, Ltd., who hold the fund 
until such date as they may determine that 
it is to be used for the extinction of the 
National Debt. It was started by the 
anonymous gift of £500,000 to the nation, 
and at the end of March last the total was 
£762,864. Sixty-six donors have made 
contributions since the inauguration of the 
fund. The National Debt on March 31 
last stood at £7,800,436,867. In his will 
Lord Dalziel declared himself to be of 
Scots domicile, and appointed Wilson,

TEACHING THE 
TEACHER 


—— --—- 
The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says:—High among the virtues of the 


teaching profession stands the fact that 
many of its members meet round about the 
new year to pass and forward resolutions. 
In many cases it does not rest with the 
teachers to decide whether the resolutions 
shall be observed or forgotten, hence the 
plain speaking, sweeping generalisation 
and sound advice which emerge from these 
meetings. Outstanding among recent 
pieces of advice has been the reso:ution of 
the Headmasters’ Conference to propose to 
the Board of Education an inquiry into 
the training of teachers for secondary 
schools, including public schools. 

There exists no adequate organisation, 
observes The Times, through which public 
schoolmasters who think about their work 
and~ methods, may compare _ notes, 
announce the results or failure of experi- 
ments, or benefit from the experience of 
contemporaries and foreigners. There is 
too much secrecy and too little inquisitive- 
ness. That must be why the average boy 
still takes an unconscionable time to learn 
his Greek and Latin, to speak French, 
to write a clear statement in English. 
That is probably why his study of history 
is so often badly co-ordinated, and un- 
related to the rest of his work: why 
geography teaching is often dull and con- 
temptible. There are two sides to. teach- 
ing—the quickening of the desire to learn, 
and then to think and feel with the best ; 


| and the imparting of information. Because 


the former is an unteachable art there is 
no reason why the latter should not be 
regarded as a learnable science. 

From many points of view it would be 
invaluable if young public schoolmasters, 
having learnt in their first years their 
own shortcomings and the mysterious ways 
of young intelligence and temperament, 
could seek refuge and refreshment in some 
kind of staff college which would be a 
training centre and a clearing-house for 
methods and ideas. Owing to their.social 
and financial position public schoolboys 
are still a privileged class, but they are 
critigally examined in a world which 
demands great adaptability, efficiency and 
quality in those who are to take a lead- 
ing part in the management of affairs. 
Nothing but good can be done by an 
inquiry into the best type of training for 
their educators.

He held out no hope of introducing 
on a wholesale scale any scheme for 
eliminating tuberculosis—it would 
take millions of money, and the em- 
ployment of more veterinary surgeons 
than were in the country, to accom- 
plish what was desired. 

President de Valera, who welcomed 
the members as President of the 
Executive Council and Chancellor of 
the University. pointed out the 
benefits: which had accrued to the 
dairy farmers through the passage of 
the Stabilisation of Prices Act, and 
said that, without the benefits that 
Act afforded, many farmers would 
have been driven out of business.

MR. DE VALERA’S ADDRESS 


President de Valera, who was received 
with applause, welcomed the delegates to 
the capital and the College. That organisa- 
tion, he said, was particularly associated 
with the application of scientific methods 
to agriculture, and it was very appropriate 
that they should meet in that College, 
where the agricultural faculty was work. 
ing at its hardest to try and make avail- 
able for them the latest. developments of 
science as ,applied to agriculture. He 
hoped they would see in that building and 
in the other Colleges of the University a 
still greater number of students who would 
enter the Faculty of Agriculture, and he 
could assure them, on behalf of the 
authorities of the. University and its 
associate Colleges, of the greatest possible 
support in bringing to the aid of agricul- 
ture the latest developments in science. 

He was particularly interested’ in 
addressing that body of farmers, who had 
united together to apply scientific methods 
to their own work. He remembered. as a 
boy in the country hearing many a jibe at 
representatives of the Department of Agri- 
culture who were going through the 
country trying to inspire the farmers with 
the scientific spirit. They were then 
generally looked upon as impracticable 
people, from whom very little was to be 
learned by the practical farmer. He was 
glad to see that that spirit had changed, 
and that farmers were beginning to realise 
how important scientific methods were for 
their work, and there was no way in which 
that spirit could be better brought to the 
ordina ry farmers’ than through an 
Organisation like theirs. 

There was a genius for organisation in 
this country, and it was extraordinary that 
with that, genius and the practical need for 
organisation so few farmers’ organisations 
were successful in the past. They had 
come and gone very rapidly, but that was 
not the case with their Organisation. 
During the fifteen years of their existence 
they had grown stronger and stronger 
every day. He thought the members 
would like him to thank the officers of the 
Organisation for that success, and par- 
ticularly to thank their Secretary, Mr. 
Halliden. ) 


THE MAIN INDUSTRY 
When he was asked to speak there he 


was given certain figures which showed 
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_-that in a herd of 18 cows in a Southern 
' eounty the milk yield per cow had been 


increased from an average of 534 gallons 
to 931 gallons. That showed what could 
be done, An average increase of 200 
gallons was not uncommon. Theyalsoknew 


that the effect of increased quality and 


yield in agricultural produce in times like 
these was Sarticalasty necessary. The 
percentage of overhead charges diminished 
as the increase in quality and quantity 
went ahead, The Government was par- 
ticularly interested in the dairying 
industry. Many people regarded that in- 
dustry as the most fundamental branch of 
the agricultural industry, and the agricul- 
tural mdustry as a whole the Government 


regarded as the principal industry of the 


country, no matter what other people 


might say. From the social point of view 
he hoped that it would always remain 
their principal industry. 
understand the Government’s interest in 
the other industries, which, he believed, 
would make for the general benefit of 
agriculture, too.- Foreign markets were 
difficult now, and the more their home 
market increased the better it would be 


. for the farmers, and that home mark:t 


would increase with the development of 
other industries. They saw in front of 
them, too, almost the certainty of an in- 
creased population, and the greater the 
population the more secure became the 
‘position of the farmer in the community 
as a whole. 

As -he» had said, the Government re- 
garded dairying as the most important 
branch of the agricultural industry for a 
number of rensons; first of all, the produc- 
tion of milk was the production of a 
primary article of food: The production 
of milk went best with the small farms, 
which it was the aim of the Government 
to establish throughout the country. About 
52 per cent. of the dairy cows in the 
country were on farms under fifty acres. 
That) showed that the industry was well 
adapted for the smaller farms and the 
mixed tillage farms. which was the ideal 
for providing employment for the rural 
population. It was also the basis of other 
industries — pig-rearing, poultry-raising, 
and also the best foundation for the pro- 
duction of early maturing fat cattle, 
which modern conditions seem to indicate 
as the ideal towards which they must aim. 
The efforts of the Government had been, 
a far as possible within the limits of 
resoniees of the community, to assist par- 
ticularly that dairying industry. 


BUTTER PRICES 


In the vears before 1932 there had been 
a rapid fall in the world prices of butter, 
and the prospects were certainly very black 
for the dairying industry when the present 
Government came into office. It would 
appear that they had not yet reached the 
lowest point. and the indications then 


were that conditions were going to become 
not better, but worse. That was why the 
Dairy Produce Stabilisation Act was 
introdneed in 1932, and the working of 
that Act had been of verv considerable 
valueito the dairying farmers. He did not 


think if would be an exaggeration to say 
that, were it not for that Act, and were 
the eC to get only the prices that 
would obtain in the world markets—even 
if there had been no economic war—the 
prices he would have got for his butter 
would have been ruinous, and many dairy 
farmers would have been put out of 
business altogether. 

In 1032 the world prices for butter were 
101s. per ewt., but the price which the Irish 
creameries obtained as a result of the Stabili- 


sation Act was 119s., an increase of 18s. 
above world prices. In 1933 the world price 
fell to 81s.. and the price the Irish creameries 


obtamed was 107s. In 1934.the world pricé 
was 73s. 6d.. and the price here 103% That 
showed the assistance given by the Stabilisa- 
tion Act to the dairving industry. In 1935 
prices fluctuated enormously. Subsidies had 
to be given to bring the prices up to the 
Jevel which was paid by the creameries, from 
65s. 6d. per cwt, in January to about 4s. 3d. 
in September. an average.of about 18s. per 
ewt. About three-quarters of a million pounds 


had been paid in subsidies, irrespertive of 


the bounties to offset the British penal duties 
THE SOCIETY’S WORK 


‘He thought that that was evidence of tle 
appreciation by the Government of the in- 
portance which the dairying industry played 
in the whole life of the community, and thev 
could be assured that everything that could 
reasonably be done by the Government, con. 
sistent with general advantage to the com- 
munity, would be done. It was said that 
they were subsidising the dairying industry 
at the expense of the community. That was 
true, but he saw no reason why it should not 
be so. “Here the consumer was paying a 
price of Ys. 5d. per lb. for butter, while in 
other cotintries they had to pay as much as 
2s. GH. per lb. He thought that was only 
adjusting matters between different sections 
of the community, and the Government held 
that as justified m present circumstances.

About the equivalent of two 
and three-quarter million gallons of milk 


formerly came into the country in the form 


of cheese. That was altogether stopped, and 
practically all cheese was now manufactured 
at home, with the exception of a few items 
imported under licence.

THE GOVERNMENT'S THREE 
| SCHEMES 


_ Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agriculture, speak 
ing to the resolution, said it had been the 
policy of this country, and still was the 
policy, and would probably remain the 
policy, whoever was in power, for them to 
get rid of all the cattle they possibly could, 
both at home and abroad. ey had during 
the last few years gone to the greatest 
trouble to dispose of cattle, not only in 
Europe, but also in Africa. They had com. 
pelled their people to take coal from England 
and Bhamnaié g the wrath of the /rish Times, 
but thev intended to continue to get rid oí 
all the cattle they possibly could. Even so, 
there might be a surplus left, and they might 
find it impossible to allow trade to run in 
the ordinary channels of commerce. In other 
words, having disposed of all the cattle they 
could in the ordinary way through trade 
treaties and so on, they might have to adopt 
schemes to get rid of cattle. They had hau 
three schemes here for the last few years. 
They had disposed of beef to the unemployed 
and those receiving home assistance. That 
was an immediate way of getting rid of 
cattle. They had also had a scheme for the 
payment of bounties on calf skins, which 
was primarily intended to encourage the use 
of veal. They had also had a scheme for 
the elimination of old uneconomic cows. As 
a result of those three schemes it was pos 
sible that their position might. be fairly, 
secure for the year 1936. With regard to 
elimination of old cows, they had embarked 
on a policy which entailed a certain amount 
of capital expenditure and so on, and it was 
a policy that must continue. They had, 
from investigations made, come to the con- 
clusion that they should be getting rid of 
more of those old cows, and they were taking 
steps to have that particular scheme ex- 
pedited and extended in the near future. 
That would get rid of a certain number of 
these surplus cattle, and as a result of 
cutting down these old cows they might 
possibly have less cattle to deal with in the 
future. | 
Thev had had a very searching investiga- 
tion made into the number of cattle in the 
country, and they felt that the present year 
might not be a very difficult one, as far as 
cattle surplus was concerned. If they were 
to allow things to take their course,. the 
years 1937 and 1938 would be difficult, and, 
therefore, it might be desirable again to 
introduce a bounty on calf skins, but he was 
not certain of that at the moment. The 
problem looked very big. At one time it 
was held by some that the only possible way 
to deal with it was either to confine the 
number of cows in the country to the E 
sent number, or even to reduce that number. 
They had that position. very thoroughly in- 
vestigated, and he could say that the 
administration of such a scheme would be 


Mr. Lon seconded, and the resolution was 
unanimously referred back. 


COWS FOR ROSCREA .- 
Mr. Powell (Roscrea) moved a resolution 


urging the Government to give preference 
to w-Testing Association areas when 
selecting redundant cows for Roscrea meat 
factory. He said there was too much of a 
scare in cpnnection with the danger of 
tuberculosis in cattle in this country, and 
it should be remembered that if they started 
a scare like that they would have other 
countries keeping out their cattle.

Many people con- 
sidered milk unpalatable and did not consider 
that high-grade milk could be produced under 
existing conditions. : 

There. was, uowever, -being built up an 
orientation under “which the milking operation 
would’ be carried out in. a structure apart 
from the byre. This building might only be 
large enough for a few cows, which as soon 
as milked would return to the byre. It was 
a completely hygienic idea, and would enable 
dairy farmers to invite would-be consumers 
to see. tne cows being milked. 


MILKING MACHINES

TUBERCULOSIS IN HERDS 
They had been told that if they could have 


a scheme for the elimination of tuberculosis 
they would reduce thereby the number of 
cows and have not only the advantage of a 
pure herd, but also no surplus cattle. It 
would be found on minute examination that 
that was a very big problem. They had had | 
investigations carried out to see what was 
the incidence of tuberculosis in their herds. 
There was no doubt that it would be very 
desirable to have tuberculosis eliminated, but 
even to speed up the present system would 
require very big organisation and large 
funds. They might succeed in speeding. up 
the present machinery in that respect, but 
to contemplate the elimination of tuberculosis 


would cost many millions in money, 
would require -more veterinary surgeons 
than they had in the country, and 
would take many years to accomplish. 


And, having done that, in order to maintain 
their herds free from tuberculosis, it would 
take a large annual vote and at least 300 
veterinary surgeons for all time. 

He did not want to give any impression 
that there is any need for alarm with regard 
to tuberculosis, Their investigation had 
shown them tliat things were not by any 
means as bad as they had feared in their 
herds. : 

Concluding, Dr. Ryan said he hoped he was 
not too optimistic when he said that there 
was a possibility within this year that they 
might have a buyer for every beast on offer 
within this country.

Mr. T. J. McElligott (Listowel) moved a 
resolution from the County Kerry Committee 
of Agriculture dealing with the uneconomic 
cattle problem in the country and the 
elimination of tuberculosis. He said that the 
back ground of the problem since 1841 was 
that they had lost ás millions of people; had 
over two million acres of tillage less, and 
practically an increase of two palllionts in the 
cattle population.

HIGH GRADE MILK 


Mr. M. J. Gorman, Lecturer in Agricul- 
tural Bacteriology,’ University College, 
Dublin, in a talk on 
Production of High Grade Milk,’’ referred 
to some of the bacteriological standards 
adopted in countries where milk grading is 
compulsory. Much could be learned from 
these when official grading was introduced 
into the Irish Free State. Confusion had 
arisen from the setting up of too many 
grades, and many authorities had suggested 
that one licensed grade of raw milk pro- 
duced from  tuberculin-tested cows under 
clean conditions would serve as effectively as 
a more complicated scheme. 


consistently a certain amount of equipment, 
not necessarily elaborate, must be provided. 
Plenty of pure water for cleansing purposes 
and for cooling the milk was essential. It 
was also necessary to arrange for the pro- 
duction of steam to secure milk having low 
counts of bacteria. Modern equipment saved 
labour and enabled results to be obtained 
with greater cértainty, but the personal 
element would continue to rank as the most 
important factor in the production of high 
grade milk, 


ANIMAL NUTRITION 


Mr. E, J. Sheehy, Lecturer. in Animal 
Nutrition, in referring to experimental work 
in progress in the Ammal Nutrition Depart- 
iment, said that he was definitely of opinion 
that there was no ordinary food, fed to 
cows, which would increase the percentage 
of butter fat in milk. 
ceived bran, oats and Indian meal, without 
hay, they would require salt. Calves so 
fed, and kept in dark houses, often showed 
signs. of rickets, This condition could 
remedied by admitting light to the sheds or 
giving hay.

POISON GAS

the result of the.reported beheading of an 
Italian pilot by the Abyssinians,

war without quarter. 

An official denial was issued last evening 
to the Abyssinian statement that Italian 
troops set fire to churches when they fell 
back recently before the Abyssinian 
onslaught on the Takkaze River, in th

SHOTS AT BRITISH 'PLANES 


Reports that Abyssinian riflemen fired 
on Royal Air Force machines on _ patrol 
duty on the Kenya-Ethiopian frontier 
reached Nairobi yesterday. It is stated 
that on December 24th and December 26th 
Abyssinian riflemen, hidden in very dense 
bush near the. Dawa River, which is the 
boundary: of Kenya and. Ethiopia, twice 
fired on Royal Air Force patrol machines.

Thus did Captain Henry Harrison, a 
member of the old Irish Party, refer to the 
downfall of Charles Stewart Parnell, jim- 
sressions of whom he broadcast from the 

ublin Station last night. 


A GREAT PATRIOT 


Admired, respected and loved by his 
followers, “ the Chief ” had Captain Harrison 
almost always by his side as aide-de-camp 
and body-guard when the troubles due to 
the ‘‘split’’ arose, “and Parnell came to be 
calumniated as few men, even in lreland, have 
ever been calumniated,’’ . 

Captain’ Harrison expressed the opinion 
that had Parnell not beev a great and 
amazingly successful lrish patriot the voices 
of calumny would—never have busied them- 
selves with every aspect of his public career, 
his person, his manners, and even his sanity. 

Describing Parnell’s physical appearance, 
Captain arrison recalled that English 
writers had’ referred to him as _ resembling’ 
“a Greek god,’’ or some of the heroes of 
Mr, George Meredith’s novels. His interests 


a T was in serving Ireland that he bared 


_lay in woodland, bog and farm, in agricul- 


tural management, in opening quarries and 
mines, in cultivating timber, and in prospect- 
ing for gold in his native Wicklow, of which 
he had been High Sheriff in his young man- 
hood. His great grandfather, Sir John 
Parnell, had earned the title ‘‘ incorruptible ”’ 
as Chancellor of, the Exchequer in Grattan’s 
Parliament. Parnell’s lineage—his mother 
was a daughter of Admiral Charles Stewart 
Parnell of the American Navy, a full-blooded 
Irishman—demonstrated its qualities in his 
person, which nobly exemplified the elements 
—‘*Incorruptible’’ and “' Ironsides.”’ 


SIMPLE MANNERS 


Parnell’s manners, said Captain Harrison, 
were simple and easy and gracious, without 
a trace of pretentiousness or constraint. 
Doubtless, he could resent an impertinence 
or snub an intrusion, perhaps even discourage 
a bore. While he was dominant in type and 
unyielding in controversy, he was never 
known to fail in courtesy, kindliness or con- 
sideration towards friends. 

The secret of his power over others was 
that he ‘carried self-control—self-mastery—to 
an extraordinary point. One realised that he 
could stake his all in executing his purpose. 
He had concentration of mind and will, and 
complete intellectual detachment at moments 
of crisis. While in youth he was ardent and 
impulsive, quick to wrath. and quick to recon- 
ciliation, in the House of Commons, finding 
that passionate protest was met only by jeers, 
he. schooled himself.by long self-discipline to 


wonder of all contemporary observers. 

His speeches held his audience hecause they 
sounded like the thudding weight of metal, 
the ringing note of steel. He once told Capt. 
Haryison that at 7'he Times Commission he 
was often blamed for not protesting at his 


advocating outrage or shooting. ‘' The truth 
was,” confided Parnell, “that I was trying 
so hard to say exactly what I meant that I 
did not hear them.” 


CASTLECOMER INCIDENT 


Parnell knew how to suffer in silence. At 
Castlecomer during the famous Kilkenny 
election, When lime was thrown in his eyes, 


bore it lke a stoic: and never complained. 

He wag a statesman, not a politician, in his 
handling of Irish affairs. Irish economics 
were his hobby. Irish land purchase was 
his policy. He wanted sound finance for Ire- 
land, and Sir Joseph McKenna, of the 
National Bank, said in 1890, that: he and 
Parnell were working on Ireland's claim for 
relief from unconstitutional over-taxation by 
the British—a claim ultimately upheld by 
the flower of Britain’s economists, financiers 
and statisticians in the Childers Commission. 
Following his policy after his death, the 
Parnell minority managed to secure the ap- 
pointment by Mr. Gladstotie of the famous 
Royal Commission. 43 

Parnell, concluded Captain Harrison, spent 
his fortune, as he spent himself, on Ireland. 
But neither before nor after death was there 
any destitution. i 

‘There were no mysteries. I was ia the 
death chamber. ... I took my last fare- 
I superintended the 
transfer of the bodv and escorted the coffin 
from Brighton to Glasnevin Cemetery, and 
helped to lower it into its last resting place.”

Kilkenny, who commanded the Royal Munster 
Fusiliers, and in his early life was himself in 
the Regular Army becoming a Lieutenant in 
the Leinster Regiment, and serving through- 
out the South Aifiean war. He was a nephew 
of the late Lord O'Brien oí Kilfenora, a 
former Lord Chief Justice of Ireland, and 
used to accompany him as registrar on circuit. 

On Tharsday Mr. Butler Kearney appeared 

fo be in his usual good health, and in the 
afternoon he played a game of golf on the 
Island Links at Malahide. That evening he 
passed away quietly when sitting in his arm- 
chair in his own house. He leaves a widow 
‘and two children, a son and a daughter.

A person ian the Irish Free State is liable 
‘to prosecution for wishing the citizens peace, 
hope, good-will and justice in the coming 
ompeil he paints the greeting on a wall. 

The slogan crazs each a new stage in its 
evolution in Dublin at the New Year. In 
various parts of the city, instead of the usual 
political inscriptions inviting people to proceed 
for a republic, and to hold up leaders of 
olitical parties, there have been painted, in 

bai glaring letters, inscriptions suggesting 
peace and goodwill for 1936. 
In the vie v of the authorities one inscrip- 
tion is as bad as another. Once a slogan is 
painted on a wall or gable the act constitutes 
an offence of damaging property: 

Yesterday an Irish mes reporter was 
informed that numerous complaints are 
constantly beinz received by the police 
authorities concerning the disfigurement of 
walls and gables. The difficulty is to catch 
the offenders, who generally pursue their 
activities under the cover of night, when 
they are less liable to come under the eye 
of the law. The more careful use the roads 
and pathways, but, as a rule, they seize on 
walls and gables ir prominent positions in 
the city thoroughfares. 

It has beén suggested that the new 
**sloganists’’ in Dublin are members of a 
pacific organisation that has grown tired of 
politics. 

Recently Mr. Sean ;T. O’Kelly (Minister 
for Local Government) made a plea for the 
preservation of the beauty of the cities and 
towns, = among the means he advocated 
was refraining from the painting up of 
slogans. 
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WIDOWS’ PENSIONS 
PAID AT POST OFFICES 
YESTERDAY

Over twenty-two thousand widows and 
orphans have applied for pensions under the 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Pension Act, the first 
payments under which were made at the post 
offices throughout the Free State yesterday. 
Only part of the Act came into operation 
yesterday. It provided for the payment of 
non-contributory pensions. For instance, if 
a man died before,January ó of this year 
and was an insured person under the 
National Health Insurance Acts at the date 
of his death, or on his seventieth birthday, 
his widow was entitled to a pension yester- 
day. The Act also provides, however, that 
the widow of a man engaged at the time of 
his death, or on his seventieth birthday in 
an excepted employment to which the Act 
applies at a salary of not more than £250 a 
year, or if he died prior to June 30, 1919, 
at a salary of not more than £160 a year, 
is entitled to a pension. 

There is also a provision that the widow 
of a smallholder, whose rateable property did 
not exceed £8, will be able to come under 
the scheme. A non-contributory pension will 
not be payable to a widow who has no de- 
pendent children unless she has attained the 
age of sixty years. 

Pension books for recipients were issued 
to the different post offices in the last few 
days. Before that, applications were re- 
ceived at the head office of the department 
administering the Act, and these were con- 
sidered ite 2 The approved applicants 
then were notified that their claims had heen 
agreed to, and they were instructed to cail at 
the post office, where, on production of the 
authority sent to them, they were given the 
pension books and were able to draw their 
first pension.

ACT IN OPERATION NEXT 
MONDAY. 


On Monday next the provisions of the 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Pensions Act relating 
to contributory pensions come into force. As 
from that date contributions under the Act 
in respect of employed persons become pay- 
able. It has been arranged that the contribu- 
tion will be payable jointly with the National 
Health Insurance contribution by means of 
a combined Health and Pensions stamp. All 
employers will have to ensure that the health 
and pensions cards of their employes will be 
stamped each week with Health and Pensions 
stamps. The rates of contribution, which 
cover both Health Insurance benefits and 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Pension benefits, are 
as follows:—For men in employment which 
is not agricultural the rate is ls. 4d. per 
week, and for women in non-agricultural em- 
ployment the rate is lld. per week. Where 
the employment is agricultural the rate is 
ls. per week for men and 9d. per week for 
women, The Widows’ and Orphans’ Pensions 
Act defines a person in agricultural employ- 
ment as a person employed in agricultural 
work on land which is in the ‘occupation of 
some other person, and is used wholly for 
agriculture. Persons employed as domestic 
servants, even though they are employed bv 
farmers, are not regarded as being emploved 
in agricultural employment, and, therefore, 
the higher rate is payable in respect of such 
persons—that is 1s. 4d. for men and 11d. for 
women. i 

The contributory benefits nnder the Art 
will also become payable as from Monday 
next, but they will only be paid to the 
widows and orphans of men or the orphans of 
women who die on or after that date, and 
in respect of whom contributions under the 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Pensions Act have been 
paid, The rates of benefits are 10s. a week 
for the widow, 5s. a week for the eldest de- 
pendent and 3s. a week for each other de- 
pendent child, and 7s. 6d. a week for each 
orphan child. :

These strangers from afar re- 
ga.. i .as one of the world’s 
greatest championship greens ; yet, 
Strange to say, many of its own mem- 
bers are not satisfied with it. We, as re- 
marked, are glad that the more costly 
scheme has been dropped, and believe that 
the decision will be approved by the general 
body of the members. 

Another of our Irish championship links is 
to be lengthened for championships, and 
additional bunkers made here and there, and 
that despite of the fact that for thirty odd 
years that beautiful course has stood tne 
test of many championships and has always 
heen regarded as, without exception, the 
most scientifically bunkered course in the 
country. 

Excepting Royal Portrush since it was 
transformed into such a massive links. most 
of the Irish courses remain excellent tests 
for the average golfer, for at least ninety 
per cent. of regular players. Portrush now 
is a typically modern championship links, 
and too severe for the ordinary player. But 
in order to ' keep pace with the times,” to 
‘‘maintain ’’ . well-mérited reputations, our 
magnificent links are to be made, for the 
nik of their members, 50 per cent. more 
‘ificult—and all for the championships and 
to cater for the requirements of the select 
body who aspire to distinctions in the game. 


THE GOLFING SPIRIT 


Is golf to become like competitive 
athletics, lawn tennis, boxing and football, 
a game only for the man in the twenties? 
Is the game to be made impossible for the 
men who by their enthusiasm, enterprise, 
labour and lavish expenditure of money, 
built up the clubs and made the game what 
it is? We fear that in certain clubs suffi- 
cient attention is not being given to the 
needs of members and visitors, but that the 
chief concern is for the aspirant to champion- 
ship laurels. 

We regret that, and would wish that cer- 
tain or our clubs would take a leaf out of 
the book of one of the leading English clubs. 
That club can boast of one of the most scienti- 
fically constructed links imaginable; there 
was magnificent rough all round the course, 
yawning hazards and glorious greens. But 
what has happened? The committee, go as 
to enhance its amenities and to make the 
golf pleasant and enjoyable for the members 
and visitors, have exterminated the rough, 
and forfeited the chance of the. course being 
placed on the championship rota? 

That, as we think, is the spirit of golf as 
it ought to be played. After all, what does 
it matter if, even in a championship by 
stroke play, all the competitors break the 
record of the course by a dozen strokes? 
The ‘‘tigers”’ like that sort of golf. But 
ninety per cent. of the members of our big 
courses cannot hope to get round, under the 
most favourable present conditions, in less 
that half a dozen strokes more than bogey. 
They are, however, satisfied if they extract 
from their golf that for which they play it— 
pleasure and thorough enjoyment, and an 
occasional shilling or half-crown from their 
friends.

Richardson 
thought that the pitch was fit for play. when 
an inspection was made at two o'clock, but 
Wade disagreed. He felt that the South 
Africans could not be expected to bat on a 
sticky wicket which, had it been adequately 
covered, would have been as plumb as that 
on which the Australians batted yesterday. 
The umpires were called upon to settle the 
dispute, and, after they had made a further 
inspection at 2.45, play was started at á 
o clock. 


WADE OVERRULED 


South Africa’s collapse was due entirely to 
the treacherous wicket, which was most 
unfortunate in view of the fact that before 
the Tests were begun the rival captains 
agreed to have the wickets adequately covered 
so as to ensure the best possible pitches. 
The Western Province authorities, however, 
had a tarpaulin coverage which allowed the 
rain to seep through. In these circumstances 
Wade was naturally disinclined to bat, and 
it was only in k.eping with the umpires” 
ruling that he allowed play to be started.
